WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower Fri- 
day signed a bill authorizing up 

to $3,556,200,000 in foreign aid

Eisenhower signed the bill 
after the House Appropriations 
Committee earlier in the day 
approved it against $723 million 
short of what the President says 
is needed to keep the Free World 
strong. 

The bill, which provides ac- 
tual funds for the program, car- 
ries $3,186,500,000 for foreign 
aid spending during the 12 
months which started July 1. 

Only Wednesday Congress 
passed an authorization mea- 
sure setting a $3,556,200,000 
ceiling on such spending. 

The biggest cut in the money 
bill—$300 million—came in mil 
tary aid which has been under 
hot attack on Capitol Hill all 
year. 

The President originally asked 
$1,600 million for arms assist- 
ance to America’s allies. The 
committee approved $1,300 mil- 
lion. 

Congress cut military aid to 
$1,400 million in the authoriza- 
tion measure. Friday's Appro- 
priations Committee recommen- 
dation did not explain specifical- 
ly why the additional $100 mil- 
lion cut was voted. It would let 
the Administration decide how 
to allocate the reduction among 
aid-receiving nations. 

The House group, headed 14

“It is a ‘trade-mark’ of the 
Imperial—how could I tear it 
down?” he asked. 

A rumor has been circulating 
for sometime that the manage 
ment of the Imperial Hotel was 

uning to pull down the old 
iding because it is getting old 
uneconomical. verna- 
cular daily confirmed the rumor 
a few weeks ago in an article 
quoting Ichiro Inumaru, son of 


Tetsuzo Inumaru said he has 
been doing everything to pre-

The director brushed aside 
the “commercial reason” for 
tearing down the old construc 
tion.

Based on the report that 
Wright's masterpiece was doom- 


ed to destruction, Mrs. Frank 
Lloyd Wright and famous Hol- 
lywood actress Miss Ann Baxter 
a granddaughter of the great 
architect, had written to a Japa- 
nese architect appealing against 
the plan. 

In a letter addressed to Raku 
Endo, 32-year-old architect son 
of the late Arata Endo, a dis 
ciple of the late American archi- 
tect, Miss Baxter wrote: 

“Tt is a share to tear down 
a true monument to the first ex- 
change of creativity between Ja- 
pan and America, East and 
West. 


“I feel sincerely it would be 
a great mistake for the Japa- 
nese people to allow the con- 
crete memory of this to disap 
pear. What a world—what a 
barren world—this would be, if 
im the march of succeeding 
civilizations each preceding one 
had been razed to the ground!” 

Mrs. Wright wrote: “One of 
the most disheartening things 
to Mr. Wright im the last 


months of his life was the fate sai 


of the Imperial Hotel. Such 
work should by all means be 
preserved since it represents 
not only a monument to aesthe- 
tic principle but also a monu- 
ment to a great revolutionary 
engineering feat.” 

Frank Lloyd W t died on 
April 9 this year at age of 89. 

The Imperial is the only hotel 
the American architect design- 
ed in his whole life and is one 
of the two buildings designed 
by him and constructed under 
his supervision in Japan. The 
other is Jiyu Gakuen school 
building at Mejiro, Tokyo.

Microscopie observations re- 
vealed that the unsaturated 
fatty acid acted upon the nu- 
cleus and protoplasm of the can- 
cer cells and destroyed the nu- 
clear membrane. The resulting 
outflow of karyplasm destroyed 
the cancer cells. 

Moreover, more than five 
times the amount necessary to 
destroy a cancerous cell was 
found to be needed to destroy 
an ordinary cell.

NEW YORK (AP)—The space 
age is barely a year and nine 
months old—yet silent order

Ironically two of the artificial 
moons ond the two planets will 
outlive present and future 
generations of man.

Britain’s Trade 
With Red China Up 


LONDON (AP)—A Govern- 
ment spokesman said Thursday 
British exports to Communist 
China more than doubled in 
1958 compared with 1957. 

Sir David Eccles, President of 
the Government Board of Trade, 
told the House of Commons 
sales last year totaled £27 mil- 
lion ($75,600,000) against £12 
million ($33,600,000) the preced- 
ing year. 

British imports from Red 
China, meanwhile, increased 
from £14 million ($39,200,000) 
in 1957 to £19 million ($53,200 
000) in 1958. 

In common with its Western 
allies, Britain sharply restricts 
the sale of strategic materials to 
the Peiping Government. 

Asked by Ellis Smith of the 
Socialist Labor Party why the 
Conservative Government has 
made no trade pact with Pel- 
ping, Eccles told Commons: 

“I do not consider there Is 
need for a trading agreement 
with (Communist) China.

The Man in Science Post 
Winning Scholars’ Cooperation Is Most Difficult Part of Job 


In our Government, the man 
responsible for the administra- 
tion on science is Yasuhiro Na- 
kasone. The director of the 
Science and Technology Agen- 
cy, concurrently chairman of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
is also at the age of 41, the 
youngest Cabinet member. 

Against the usually high age 
average of the Cabinet roster, 
Nakasone’s age alone makes him 
stand out, a fact that may be 
turned to his advantage. The 
age average of the ministers in 
the reorganized Kishi Cabinet 
is 59. 

Nakasone’s responsibility is 
by no means small. It covers 
the entire field of science and 
technology including the atoms-

Under Naka- 
sone’s plan, the exchange of in- 
formation and researchers, as 
well as common utilization of 
equipment and installations, 
will be undertaken in the field 
of geophysics, ionosphere ob- 
servation and rocketry. (Roc- 
ketry in Japan is utilized for 
weather and other scientific ob- 
servations). 

The success or failure of these 
plans will be determined by the 
extent Minister Nakasone wins 
the support of the academic cir- 
cles, which seem, from past in- 
stances, not easy for men in 
politics to handle.

June 30, 1739, Walton in the 
ship Sviatoi Gavriil cast anchor 
in the open sea near Amatsu 
Village in Nagasa County in the 
province of Awa (Chiba Pre- 
fecture) and sent ashore a boat 
with Kazimirov, his second 
navigator, a navigator’s mate 
and six seamen to obtain fresh 


water. a 

Kazimirov, we are told. 
was invited into Japanese 
houses and regaled with wine, 
rice, fruit and various delicacies. 
The Russians, indeed, seemed to 
have met with much better 
treatment than did the early ar- 
rivals from other foreign na- 
tions later on in the Tokugawa 
Era. Nevertheless, the impact 
of the Spanberg expedition on 
Japan was not great. 

The Shogunate decreed that 
the foreigners be captured if 
they landed again, “but be allow- 
ed to flee if they chose to do 
so.” The Russian authorities, 
on their part, refused to believe 
that Spanberg and Walton had 
actually visited the shores of 
Japan! 

However, Russian interest in 
Japan continued, and Catherine 
the Great showed herself keen 
to open up trade with the Far 
Eastern land. Later, the Rus- 
sian-American Co. played its 


part. 

In 1803 occurred the mission 
of Nikolai Rezanov who arrived 
in Nagasaki in October of that 
year carrying with him a letter 
from the Emperor Alexander I. 
The Edo Government’s reply to 
the Russian advances declined 
friendly relations as “counter to 
our national prohibition” and 
asked the Russians not to “come 
again in vain” but to sail home 
quickly. 

The exciting story of the cap- 
ture of the Golovnin party in 
1812 is told at length. Their 
eventual amicable release by 
the Japanese authorities served 
to improve relations between 
the two countries. 

At length, Evfimii Vasilevich 
Putiatin was able to conclude a 
treaty of amity between Russia 
and Japan on Feb. 7, 1855. On 


Nov. 8, 1856, Capt. Poset return- 


ed to Shimoda on a Russian 
corvette with the ratified copy 
of the treaty. Shortly after his 
arrival, Capt. Poset was wel- 
comed by a fellow-Westerner— 
Townsend Harris, the first 
American consul general and 
minister to Japan. 

An interesting chapter is de- 
voted to the story of the Ortho- 
dox Church in Japan. The first 
Russian priest to reside in 
Japan was Vasilii Markhov, who 
arrived in Hakodate, together 
with Consul Goshkevich on 
Nov. 5, 1858. He was respon- 
sible for building a church but 
ill-health forced him to return to 
Russia in 1860. It was Makhov's 
monk Nikolai’ 


in Japan 
and, in over 50 years of service 
in this country, to contribute 
significantly to the spread of 
Japanese knowledge about Rus- 
sia. He is recorded as having 
become “one of the most 
scholarly and eloquent speakers 
of Japanese among the foreign 
residents of Japan.“ 

In 1884, Nicolai, now “Bishop 
of Japan,” began work on the 
Cathedral of the Resurrection 
at Surugadai in Tokyo where 
Western choral music was first 
introduced to Japan. 

Dr. Lensen's book is fitted 
out with a series of appendices, 
giving texts of treaties and 
agreements, a remarkably full 
bibliography mentioning many 
rare and valuable works in 
languages, and a copious index.

Grave Problems 
Apart from the union com- 
plaints, ex-Minister Tatsunosuke 
Takasaki, Nakasone’s predeces- 
sor as the science chief, once ad- 
mitted that all was not well 
with the Research Institute. 


Since November 1955, the 
Government has red more 
than ¥10,000 million into the in- 
stitute and the No. 1 experi- 
mental atomic reactor started 
operation two years ago. The 
No. 2 reactor is expected to be 
completed this fall. And the 
number of researchers there 
will exceed 1,000 this year. 

This magnificent facade, how- 
ever, cannot hide some grave 
problems that afflict the in- 
stitute. Of the 19 laboratories 
there, six have no chiefs as yet. 
For team work in scientific re- 
search, the role of a competent 
leader is vital. 

Since Japan has no shortage 
of scientists, the lack of chief 
researchers seems to be an ad- 
ministrative deficiency. In a re- 
form last year, a planning room 
was created. But it is now wide- 
ly admitted that this reform it- 
self has proved a failure. 


Accident Unexplained 

Last fall, uranium burned in 
one laboratory at the institute. 
The cause this accident, it 
Was reported, was an inadequ- 
ate water supply to cool the 
metal in cutting. Thus far, nei- 
ther the Government nor the 
institute has given a satisfac- 


| tory account of the accident. 


While the need of close co- 
operation between the Govern- 
ment and academic circles is 
thus apparent, they seem to be 
turning away from each other. 
The controversy over the im- 
portation of the Calder Hall 
type reactor from Britain was 
one instance that showed a deep 
cleavage between political and 
academic circles. 

Recently, the manner of ex- 
ecution of fusion research has 
stirred a similar controversy. 
This time, however, the scholars 
themselves are divided. 

The fusion division of the 
Atomic Energy Commission has 
recommended two projects: (A) 
for basic research and (B) for 
experimentation with a fusion 
apparatus# The critics have, 
however, opposed the so-called 
B project as premature. They 
want more emphasis upon 
basic research. 

Need Closer Tieup 

With a wider rview, the 
Japan Science uncil, the 
largest scholarly organization 
comprising natural science, so- 
cial science and the humanities, 
stressed the need of basic sci- 
entific research in a report is- 
sued on April 21 at its 28th gen- 
eral meeting. 

The report sounded a warn- 
ing that the inadequacy in basic 
research, if left unattended, will 
cause Japan to fall off from the 
international level. 

In these circumstances, it 
may be a good idea to send a 
survey mission and see how 
other nations are getting along. 
But this plan, as well as the 
one for cooperation with the 
United States, will not be really 
rewarding, unless they bring 
the Government and the aca- 
demic circles closer.

It is regretted that the Japan 
Council Against Atomic and 
Hydrogen Bombs has also in- 
cluded the Japan-U. S. Security 
Treaty issue on the agenda of 
the forthcoming meeting in 
Hiroshima, which is expected 
to be attended by foreign dele- 
gates from 25 countries. 


This international meeting is 
the outcome of the sincere wish 
of a group of housewives in the 
Suginami area in Tokyo to ban 
nuclear tests. This movement 
gained support in Japan as well 
as abroad and resulted in the 
convening of the first meeting 
in 1955. 


Why should the Japan Coun- 
cil adopt a political offensive in 
a domestic issue at this inter- 
national gathering? The con- 
ference has been morally and 
financially supported by all the 
Japanese-regardless of differ. 
ences of political ideologies. 
The recent decision by the 
council has alienated many who 
desire to join in the movement 
but do not care to be involved 
in a political struggle. 

The Hiroshima Prefectural 
Assembly has made a decision 
not to give financial help as in 
previous years and the mayor 


will not deliver greetings. The 
Socialist Party lodged a 


protest against this decision as 
political interference in the 
peace movement. Thus already 
the movement has assumed an 
aspect of a political struggle. 

It must be uncomfortable 
and annoying for foreign dele- 
gates to come to Hiroshima 
where they will not be wel- 
— by the government offi- 
cials. 


In the first place it is not 
appropriate to include a domes- 
tic dispute in the program for 
an international gathering.

Hard Going 


In the sultry heat of Geneva’s 
summer the foreign ministers’ 
conference moves slowly along 
what may seem to be an inde- 
terminate course. While holl- 
day crowds relax on the shores 
of the famous lake all connect- 
ed with the conference move in 
the intensely active workday 
world characteristic of such in- 
ternational meetings. 

As before the impression is 
that private meetings are more 
rewarding than the set pieces 
at the plenary sessions.

The Western plan is designed 
to lead to German reunification, 
whereas the Soviet proposal 
would lead inevitably to the 
permanent partition of Ger 
many. 

The Western ministers, how- 
ever, refused to be discourag- 
ed by this clash of aims. Sel- 
wyn Lloyd, the British Foreign

On the 
contrary, while it clearly must 
be in itself a workable piece 
of economic integration, it 
would not be thought a com- 
plete success unless it proved 
to be a springboard for a wider 
economic association of nations. 
Heathcoat Amory, who with 
his Cabinet colleague Reginald 
Maudling represented Britain at 
Stockholm, left no room for 
doubt on this score. The next 
step, he said, would be nego- 
tiations with the Common Mar- 
ket to try to form one West 
European Free Trade Area. The 
ultimate goal was a free trade 
— —— all members of 
e Organization for European 
Economic Cooperation.
